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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. . 

Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over (Kim 

'012 or CN1324170A) in view of Koide et al '943 (particularly figure 13). (Kim '012 or 

CN1 3241 70A) discloses the claimed invention except for teaching that the light guide 

discloses a light guide plate, which guides illuminating lights from a light emitting 

element of the single display unit device to opposite directions to each other to irradiate 

both surfaces of a main body part of the display device with the lights and the display is 

an LCD. Koide et al '943, particularly figure 13, teaches a light guide plate 304, which 

guides illuminating lights from a light emitting element of the single display unit 301 

device to opposite directions to each other to irradiate both surfaces of a main body part 

of the display device 301 with the lights. At column 4, lines 30-35, Koide et al teaches 

that LCD's can be used instead of double sided displays. It would have been obvious to 

one skilled in the art at the time the invention was made to substitute the light guide of 

Koide et al '943 for the light guide of (Kim '012 or CN1324170A) in order to provide a 

more efficient light display. Furthermore, it would have been obvious to one skilled in 

the art at the time the invention was made to substitute an LCD for the display and 
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attenuation filter of Koide et al '943, figure 13 in order to provide a integral light unit. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-5 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
